Browning 
and

the romantic palace 
where Dea.de- 


mon.ii waited for Othello, and further 
along, in the 
market, quarter near 
the Rialto bridge, the house of Shy- 
lock, 
the 
quaint 
building standing 
there unchanged today, hut now used 
as a butcher's 
shop 
where a lusty 
Italian butcher exacts Shylock 
war 
prices of HO cents a 
kilo 
for 
the 
pounds oi' ilesh dealt over the count- 
er. 


Starling from the quay San Marco, 
the broad lagoons entering the Grand 
Canal have an air 
of martial and 
naval preparation 
rather 
than 
the 
soldiers and sailors, and the gondolas 
are carving great loads of war sup- 
plies back and forth, and transport- 
ing troops and marines from point 
to point, while the launches from the 
warships dart in and out among the 
gondolas. 


Ordinarily there are 1!600 gondolas 
in 
regular 
service—000 private and 


2()00 public—bul. only a very few of 
these remain 
in 
11:30 
owing to the 
terror inspired by the bomb 
raids. 
Most ot the wealthy residents have 
hurriedly left for the south, and there 
are no tourists (o make use of the 
public gondolas. 
Only one first-class 
hotel remains open, and half of it is

hospital for the 
wounded brought in from the nearby 
nghilng lines. 


Entering

Warsaw, Dec. 23.—It took the Ger- j 


mans jl'.st about one week to install j 
in the province of Warsaw, the most! 
important, in all Poland, a govern-'' 
ment that, for the smoothness of its 
operation, seems remarkable under 
1!:e circumstances. 


Only a few days after ihe fall of j 


Warsaw, it was announced that Gen- 
eral von Beseler had been appointed 
Governor General, not only of (he 
city, but of the district, comprising 
some seventy square kilometers. Like 
von Busing of Belgium, he is the su- 
preme authority, with powers intiu- 
Hely greater than the Emperor pos- 
sesses in relation to German. Under 
von Beseler stand General von TStz- 
dorff as goveinor of the city of War- 
saw and military chief, and his Ex- 
cellency 
Krles as 
Administrative 
Chief in charge of all civilian matters. 
Tender them stands Police President 
von Glasenapp. former police presi- 
dent of Cologne, who oxerts both mil- : 
itary and 
civil authority, the first ] 
under the dirpction of von Elzdorff, I 
the second under Kries. 
Upon him : 
falls the burden of detail work, the j 
practical administration of the city i 
and ils suburb?. 
His first aide is 
Mayor Sahm, former mayor of tlie 
city of Bochum. an expert in admin- 
istrative maters. 
In addition there 
are. in the Police Department, 
any 
number of mpn who are experts in 
their particular line* and who head 
the various departments. 
The Germans found, on taking War- 
saw, a "citizens' committee" of Poles 
and Jews, headed by Prince "Lubomir- 
fiki. into whose hands the- Russians j 
fcad confided the welfare of the city. 
This committee was allaying as best 
it; could the needs of the people in 
charinble ways, and wrestling with 
the food problem. 
The Germans 
immediately 
gave 
official recognition to the committee 
and prepared to work hand in hand 
with it. But. one subcommittee, that 
in charge of the coal 
problem, has :

Prince Lubomirski!

By all means the most popular pro- 
duction is a play purporting to show 
The ciuelt.ies attending the domination 
of Poland b'y the Russians. It is his- 
torically old, but never has been al- 
lowed before.

Delavan, Dec. 23.—The plant of the 
United Heat, Light & Power com- 
pany of Delavan was sold "Wednesday 
to S. W. Way, general manager of the 
T. M. & E. R. company] of Milwaukee. 
It is only natural to believe that the 
property is taken over iby that com- 
pany. It was also announced today 
that the Milwaukee company is be- 
lieved to have 
jubt closed 
a deal 
whereby it gains possession 
of the 
Elkhorn plant, and a number of oth- 
ers arc being taken over, whereby the 
company will be given a 
circuit 
through which it will supply a dozen 
or more cities and towns, and there is- 
encouragement for a lower rate than 
is being paid, at present. 


While the consideration in the deal 
for the Delavan. plant was not made 
public, it is stated tr.at. it was in six 
figures. No plans for the future have 
been announced, but it is believed 
that the new owners probably 
will 
either erect a. new plant here or will 
discontinue its use and merely use 
feed wires from the central stations. 
The Delavan city contract with the 
United Heat, 
Light & Power com- 
pany expired several months ago, and 
since that time . although 
contracts 
have been submitted, the city and the 
company could not agree on the rcte. 
It is now probable that the matter, 
may be brought to a focus possibly at 
the next meeting of the city council. 
At the last meeting of the city coun- 
cil the contract that nad been submit- 
ted was withdrawn, 
on the 
under-, 
standing that the Milwaukee or the 
Myers company were 
seeking

trance into Delavan.

Germans Celebrate. 


Thoso who are acquainted with the 


! German people'know that wherc.vor 
a German happens to bo at Christmas 
'ho will ilnd some way to celebrate the 
festival, and tho German soldier in the 


i trench is no exception, for ho Is al- 
ready gathering in the pine branches 
to decorate his underground quarters. 
Last 5'car, although tho weather was 
'bitter, tho men managed 
to bring 


•Christmas cheer into the very theatre 
of war by actually setting up Christ- 
mas trees in the trenches and deco- 
rating them with bright colored bands 
and ribbons taken from the cigars 
and cigarettes which had been sent to 
them. 
Every scrap of colored paper 


that could bo found was utilized, and 
according to u. letter from a. German 
soldier to his mother, one tree was 
decorated with paper chickens made 
from the colored papers that had been 
wrapped around the candy "kisses" 
sent from homo. 
Boxes of German 


cakes cut into grotesque figures of 
soldiers caused the men much merri- 
ment among tho troops when they set 
tho gingerbread men up in rows and 
then knocked them down with can- 
dies. 
Finally, they made a feast of 


their targets. In many places the men 
managed to serve regular Christmas 
dinners where, to use the expression 
of a German who spoke English, "they 
made pleasant with addresses and 
conversation." 


French And English Christ mnses. 
Along the lines of the Allies tho 


same scenes were enacted except there 
were fewer Christmas trees, the Brit- 
ish and French contenting themselves 
by hanging branches of evergreen 
about the trenches.

.jam, to say nothing; of the new, warm 


clothing. 
Hundreds ot cases of milk 


were sent by friends. 
An English 


dairy made a specialty of sending milk 
to the trenches for Christmas and one 
might send as few as half a dozen 
quart bottles, so even the poorest 
woman was able to send her son milk 
for Christmas. 


Germans And English Fraternize. 
At several points where the trenches 


of the Germans and English were not 
far apart the Germans began to talk 
peace and good will among themselves. 
"After all," they sal?, "our enemies 
are but fighting for the land they love 
as we- are, and why should wo not for- 
get our differences and on this birth- 
day of the Son of Man give greeting to 
our enemies." 
This feeling brought 


j about Christmas scenes on the battle- 
| fields of Europe which seems almost 


j incredible. 
A number of English war 


: correspondents witnessed the incidents 


i and sent reports to tbeir respective 
newspapers. 


After the Germans had trimmed 


their Christmas trees and set up lan- 
terns they came out of their trenches 
bearing a flag of truce and Invited the 
English to stop shooting and come 
over and celebrate Christmas. 
With 


one acpord the invitation was accepted 
and a truce for the night arranged. 
Then officers and men from both sides 
left their, trenches and met on "No 
Man's Land," where as a rule no man 
dares to show so much as tho top of 
his head.
